will establish) . More particularly, the provisional designation 
was 99.0428-00; see the first page of the PBR application and the 
November 30, 2001 and February 17, 2003 letters from the CPVO to 
the assignee. An initial was filed February 25, 2003 to denominate 
the variety as *Two Tone Pink.' A subsequent proposal was filed 
January 26, 2004 to denominate the variety as 'Cetwotone Pink.' 
The proposal for the denomination x Ce two tone Pink' was published 
April 15, 2004, almost two months after the filing of the instant 
application in the United States. Thus no one would have been able 
to make an association between the sales abroad and the name of the 
cultivar until after the filing of the application. There is no 
barrier to patentability here.
